AN. ORDINANCE AMENDING  ORDI- 
NANCE NO. 382 SO AS TO PERMIT 
ZONING OF LAND USES BY DE- 
SCRIPTION OF THE AREA SO ZON- 
'D. 
The Board of Supervisors of the County 
of Tulare do ordain as follows: 
SECTION 1: * 
Paragraph A of Section 3 of Ordinance 


No. 382 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: : 
A. In order to classify, regulate, re- 


strict and segregate the uses of land and 
buildings, to regulate and- restrict the 
height and bulk of buildings and to 
regulate the area of yards and other 
open spaces about buildings, and to regu- 
late the density of population, eleven (11) 


classes of zones are established, to be 
known as follows: 
R-A—Residence District, Rural Resi- 


dential 


R-O—Single-family Estate 

R-1—One-family Zone 

R-2—Two-family Zone 

R-3—Multiple-family Zone 

Pp-1—Automobile Parking Zone 

A-i—Agricultural (Farming) 

C-1—Neighborhood Commercial Zone 

C-2—General Commercial Zone 

M-1—Light Manufacturing Zone 

M-2—Heavy Manufacturing Zone 
which said several zones are hereby es- 
tablished, and which said classifications 
and zones are shown and delineated on 
the supplemental Zoning Map of the Coun- 
ty of Tulare, which is attached hereto and 
hereby adopted and made a part thereof. 
Changes in the boundaries of any such 
zones and the adoption of additional parts 
of the said Zoning Map, and when deter- 
mined upon in the manner herein provided, 
shall be adopted’ by Ordinance. 

In addition to the method 6f adoption 
of parts to the zoning map, zone classi- 
fication may be adopted by ordinance with 
the same force and effect under all the 
provisions hereof as in the case of an 
ad@itional part to said map, solely by 


reference to the section or sections of land | 
fnvolved and a description of the area or | 


areas to be zoned within said section or 
sections and the particular classification 
of said area or areas, except that an area 
or areas which remain classified A-1 
need not be described. Any such section or 
sections, 
be designated as an additional part for 
purposes of reference. 

SECTION 2: 

This ordinance is déclared to be’ an 
emergency ordinance necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the public peace, 
health, safety and general welfare, and 
shall become effective immediately upon 
the passage hereof. The facts constitu- 
ting its necessity are as follows: 

Ordinance No. 382 was adopted as an 
interim provision to operate in designated 
areas until such time as the regular pro- 
cessing can be consumated for the adop- 
tion of formal and detailed plans govern- 
ing the area involved, as prescribed by 
Ordinance No. 352. It now appears that 
the use of supplemental zoning maps as 
@ means of incorporating new areas under 
the interim provisions of Ordinance No. 
382, im the case of the particular classi- 
fication dealt with herein, does not serve 
@ practical purpose in many instances, 
inasmuch as such maps would be shortly 
replaced by permanent maps under Or- 
dinance No. 352; and it further appears 
that the time consumed by the preparation 
of supplemental zoning maps would pre- 
vent attainment o% the purposes of Ordi- 
mance No. 382. as set forth therein, and 
seriously handicap the steady progress of 
planning under Ordinance No. 352. Due 
to the rapid growth of population in this 
county. and the apparent tendency of 
this growth to continue far into the future, 
planning and zoning must be both expedi- 
tious and thorough, in order that the 
public health. safety and genera! welfare 
may be preserved both immediately and in 
the future. In order to preserve a practi- 
cal balance between both immediate and fu- 
ture needs, the administration of Ordinance 
No. 382 and Ordinance No. 352, and to 
prevent immediate damage to existing land 
uses and improvements and détriment to 
the general health, safety and welfare, this 

¢ is adopted as an emergency 
méasure to become’-effective immediately 
upon passage.
